REMARKS 

The present Amendment amends claims 8, 10, 11, 13 and 15-18 and 
leaves claims 9, 12 and 14 unchanged. Therefore, the present application has 
pending claims 8-18. 

Applicants' Attorney the undersigned and Applicants' Japanese 
Representative Ms. Rikako Inoue wish to thank Examiner Ly for the courtesy 
extended during the interview of September 20, 2006 during which the 
outstanding rejection and the references of record were discussed relative to 
a Proposed Amendment as presented during the interview. During the 
interview, an agreement was reached that the amendments to the claims as 
proposed by the Proposed Amendment overcome the references of record. 

The present Amendment incorporates the amendments presented 
during the interview by the Proposed Amendment in each of the independent 
claims. Therefore, the claims as amended by the present Amendment, clearly 
defining the features of the present invention, overcomes the references of 
record. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the 35 USC §1 03(a) 
rejection of claims 8-18 as being unpatentable over Kawasaki (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2002/0142810) in view of Kida (U.S. Patent 
Application Publication No. 2002/0177418) is respectfully requested. 

During the interview, it was pointed out that the features of the present 
invention not taught or suggested by the references of record are, for 
example, illustrated in Fig. 9 and discussed in the Substitute Specification 
beginning on page 53, line 25 through page 54, line 8 of the present 
application. As discussed during the interview and as agreed as not being 
taught or suggested by Kawasaki or Kido the present invention enables a user 
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of a terminal to read mail quickly and a by a simple operation, even when the 
terminal is in the closed state. The present invention accomplishes such by 
effecting control to display a notice that mail has been received and then 
displaying the content of the mail in response to the terminal being selectively 
opened by the user. Such features are clearly not taught or suggested by any 
of the references of record whether taken individually or in combination with 
each other. 

During the interview, it was pointed out that Kawasaki teaches, for 
example, in paragraph [0085] thereof that a notice is given on a display 
indicating an incoming communication. Kawasaki further teaches in 
paragraph [0107] that the control unit judges whether the terminal is in an 
unfolded state. However, at no point is there any teaching or suggestion in 
Kawasaki that upon detecting that the terminal is in an unfolded state at least 
a part of the email is displayed as in the present invention. 

Kido teaches, for example, in paragraphs [0049] - [0053] that two 
types of information can be received depending on whether the terminal is 
opened or closed. However, Kido teaches away from Applicants' invention in 
paragraph [0010] being that Kido specifically teaches that a user is enabled to 
check the contents of received data "without the necessity of performing a 
special maneuver with the terminal closed". 

Thus, in Kido, the same as Kawasaki there is no teaching or 
suggestion that upon detecting that the terminal is opened by user selection, 
at least a part of the email is displayed after receipt of the notice that a 
message has been received as in the present invention as recited in the 
claims. 
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Therefore, based on the above, and as agreed during the interview, the 
features of the present invention as now more clearly recited in the claims 
overcomes the references of record. 

Upon review of the Remarks of the March 21 , 2006 Amendment it was 
noted that the discussion of the invention was not quite clear in the third full 
paragraph on page 9 thereof. It should be noted that the discussion regarding 
whether a first display 104 is located on a back surface of the first or second 
housing and a second display 103 is located on the front surface of the first 
and second housing is simply a discussion of one of the embodiments of the 
present invention. The present invention can be directed to a single display 
which displays plural screens so as to implement the functions of the present 
invention described above. The Examiner is respectfully requested to note 
that the previous discussion in the Remarks was simply a discussion of one of 
the embodiments of the present invention. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, applicants submit 
that claims 8-18 are in condition for allowance. Accordingly, early allowance 
of claims 8-18 is respectfully requested.
